May it please Your Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, submit the following General 
Report of our proceedings during the year 1898. 

We record, with regret, the death, on March 12, 1899, of the Rev. Dr. M'Mullen, Constitution of 
who was one of the original Commissioners appointed by the Lord Lieutenant under Commission, 
the provisions of our Scheme. In other respects, the constitution of our Commission 
remains the same as it was at the date of our last Report : the names of the 
Commissioners are set out infra, Appendix A, No. I., page 8. 

We held Quarterly Meetings on January 11, April 14, July 13, and October 13, Meetings and 
and a Special Meeting on February 16. A Table of the attendances of the Com- Attendances, 
missioners is given infra, Appendix A, No. III., page 9. At the meeting held on 
January 11, we elected the Rev. R. M'Cheyne Edgar to be our Chairman, and the 
Right Rev. Monsignor Molloy to be our Vice-Chairman for the year. 

The Standing Committee met 19 times during the year for the despatch of standing 
business. The names of the Standing Committee are given infra. Appendix A, No. II. Committee, 
page 8, and in Appendix A, No. IV., is given a Table of the attendances of the members 
of the Standing Committee.

The charge for Retired Masters’ Annuities has been further reduced by the 
death on September 23, 1S98, of the Rev. William Steele, D.D., who for many 
years was Head Master of Portora Royal School. The annual amount payable in 
respect of these annuities now stands at £751 15s. Ocl. 

At the request of the Fermanagh Local Boards of Education, we realized the 
Government Stock which belonged to the Enniskillen Royal School Endowments, as 
\rell as that which formed part of the Fermanagh Roman Catholic Building Fund, and 
we invested the proceeds, together with the sum of £246 Is. id., part of a sum of 
£250 paid by the Fermanagh Protestant Board in further reduction of the debt due 
ou Portora ft oval School, in the following securities : — £2,766 Midland Great Western 
Railway Four per cent. Rent-charge Stock, £2,300 Great Northern Railway (Ireland) 
Four per cent. Debenture Stock, and £980 Cork, Bandon and South Coast Railway 
like Stock.

School Endow- ar6) on the whole, continuing their career of prosperity and efficiency. Wc beg to

found in Appendix C, infra , page 19. 

For the School year ended August 1, 1898, there were 613 pupils on the Rolls of 
the Schools, being an iucrease of 14 on the previous year. 317 pupils competed at the 
Intermediate Examinations in 189b, of whom 205 passed. The efficiency of the 
Schools, as measured by the Intermediate Examinations, is 647 per cent., being 2 '4 
per cent, higher than the previous year, aud 2 -6 per cent, higher than the efficiency of 
Irish Schools generally, measured by the same test. 

Armagh, Two of the Schools, however, failed in fulfilling the conditions prescribed by the 

Scheme to entitle them to share in the Endowments of their respective districts. 
Notwithstanding the hopes we expressed in our last report, Armagh Royal School, for 
the second time in two consecutive years, has failed in passing more than six pupils in 
the prescribed subjects. It is right, however, to state that, in every other respect, the 
School has fully complied with the provisions of the Scheme, and we have 
reason to hope that, when the School is inspected after the end of the current School 
year, it will be found to be fully entitled to share in the Armagh Royal School 
Endowments, and to take rank again as an efficient Intermediate School. 

R*j.hoe. The working of Raphoe Royal School was, to a very large extent, disorganized by 

the senous and protracted llluess of Miss Bain, the Principal of the Girls Department. 
As a result, only four pupils passed in the course prescribed by the Scheme. We are 
confident, however, that during the current year, this important School will show 
more satisfactory results at the Intermediate Examinations.

The total amount of money distributed, during the year 1898, amongst the Ulster Money Dis- 
Local Boards of Education, was £3,917' 16s, ot which £265 16s. represented the tributed. 
income of the “ Building Funds ” of the Cavan, Fermanagh, and Tyrone Roman 
Catholic Boards, and the remainder, £3,652, was derived from the general Endowments 
•of the Ulster Royal Schools, in the following proportion ; — Armagh, £765 ; Cavan, 

£462; Raphoe, £i95 ; Enniskillen, £‘880; aud Dungaunon, £1,350. 

The Local Boards of Education. — In Appendix D, infra pp. 21-35, we print the Local Boards. 
Annual .Reports and Accounts of the Ulster Local Boards, and of the Locai Authority 
of the Preston School, Abbeyleix. 

Carysfort Royal School Endowment. — We distributed the net income, amounting to Carysfort. 

£l 15 Is. 4<7., among the Schools of the Carysfort District. The efficiency of Sheeana 
National School was reported to be not satisfactory. The manager, however, is taking 
steps to provide a new Principal Teacher. 

The Preston Eudoioments. — Preston School, Navan. Under the provisions of Scheme Preston 
No. 55 of the Educational Endowments Commission, we paid to the Meath Diocesan Endowments, 
Board of Education, during the year, the sum of £279 10s. 6d., for the benefit of Navan> 
the above School. 

Preston School, Abbeyleix. This successful School continues to grow iu numbers Abbeyleix. 
and in efficiency. There are 51 pupils on the Roll as against 46 in 1897-98, and 
•whereas, in the year 1897, but six pupils of the School passed the Intermediate 
Examinations, last year 26 were presented and 17 passed. The School is in a 
satisfactory condition. During the year we paid the Local School Authority the sum 
of £258 2s. 1 Od. 

The Leamy Endowments, Lim&ick. — We applied £297 Is. 11 d. for the benefit of the Leamy 
two Schools entitled to share in this Endowment. The Protestant Board have not been Endowments, 
able to acquire suitable premises for the High School, which is still carried on at 
Mallow-street It would be desirable that new premises should be speedily obtained, 
as the Mallow-street house is by no means suitable. 

The Leamy National School, under the Roman Catholic Board, continues to be in a 
highly efficient condition. 

27) e Endowments of Banagher Roy cd School, and the Diocesan School Funds. — The Banagher and 
indebtedness of the Banagher Royal School Endowments to this Board has been still • Dl0C ' san Ftmds- 
further reduced, and stands now at the sura of £153 16s. Ic7. 

The question of applying the income of these Endowments is still under consideration. 

The Viscount Limerick Endowment, Dundalk . — The sum available for distribution for Viscount 
the year was £60 18s. 5 cl. Three Schools proved their claim to share in this Fund, Limerick Endow- 
namely : — St. Mary’s College, Dundalk, for eleven pupils; the Christian Schools, Dundalk. 
Dundalk, for twenty-five pupils ; and the Dundalk Educational Institution for eighteen 
pupils. We divided the Fund among the Schools in proportion to the above 
numbers. 

The Banks Endowment, Eyrecourt. — The old Endowed School has been repaired, Banks 
and has been recognized by the Commissioners of National Education as suitable for a Endowment, 
National School. We have paid the Manager of the School the sum of £50 towards E - vrecourt 
the cost of such repairs. 


Estate Management. 

In Appendix B, Nos. IY. and V., infra, pp. 16-17, we give Summaries of our Rentals 
for the year to September — November, 1898, together with Abstracts of our Agents Accounts. 
Accounts dealing with the same period. 

Before instituting a comparison between the rent collections of 1897 and that of the Rent Collection, 
previous year, we must leave out of account our Cavan Estate, which has been sold to

the tenants thereof, under the Land Purchase Acts. Exclusive of Cavan, the total 
rents received in 1S97 amounted to £6,053 14s. 7d., as compared with £6,025 7s. 2 id. 
in 1S96— substantially the same amount in both years. 

Cavan. Cavan Estate.— The effect of the sale of this Estate has been to reduce the net 

income of the Cavan Endowment by about .£180. When all the sales on this Estate 
shall have been completed by the Land Commission, the purchase-money will be repre- 
sented by about £7,700 Land Stock, producing au annual income of £211 15s., as 
against a net rental of over £390 from the Estate before sale. 

Fermanagh. Fermanagh Estate. — We have agreed to sell this Estate to the tenants thereof, 

under the Land Purchase Acts. The sale is being duly proceeded with.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY 

With respect to the Inspection for the year 1897-98 of the Schools claiming to share in the 
Ulster Rotal School Endowments. 

Between September 1 3 and September 28, 1 898, 1 made my usual annual inspection of the above Schools, which, 
as in previous years, are still ten in number, one under the management of each Local Board vi Education. 

Five of the Schools are carried on in buildings which constitute part of the Royal School Endowments. 
"These buildings are under the inspection of the Board of Public "Works, whose reports thereon come 
periodically betore the Commissioners, and accordingly 1 do not projKise to present any detailed report on their 
condition, but I mav say that they are all, generally, in good condition, and that the Local Bcaris concerned 
are doing their best ‘to remedy defects and to make necessary improvements. 

The remaining five Schools* are vested in private owners : they are ali. generally, in good condition, and I 
am glad to report that the local authorities concerned appear to be ready and willing, so far as t heir Tr.tr ms 
allow, to carry out all reasonable improvements which conduce to the well-being of the pupils and the eSciency 
of the Schools. 

With regard to the Educational Results of the year 1397-9S, I give a set of Tables which show, at a 
glance, the position of each School, as well as the general results. For sake of companion, the figures for the 
year 1890-97 are also given. 

The First Table deals with the numl>ers u£ pupils at the Schools, the numbers competing at the Int ermediate 
Examinations, and the numbers of successful candidates. In the Second Table I give the proporti -r of 
pupils who passed generally, as compared with (a) the numbers in the Roll, and (/}) the numbers who 
competed from each School. I have also added a column showing the proportion which tee competitor* rear, 
in each case, to the numbers on the Roll.

Table I. shows that, as a general result, the number of pupils under instruction is still sensibly 
increasing, and that the number of “ passes ” has risen substantially. It is also to be remarked that, in the 
severer course required by the Scheme, the number of pupils who have qualified is still steadily advancing, 
being 19 percent, higher than the corresponding number for 1895, which is greater than the proportionate 
increase, since that date, of the numbers attending tbe Schools. The conclusion to be derived from 
these figures is that the Schools, as a whole, are progressing in popularity and success, and, accordingly, 
that the general efficiency of the teaching imparted is well maintained. Of the truth of the latter 
conclusion I satisfied myself by every reasonable means, and I can entirely confirm the accuracy of the result 
to which the figures appear to lead. 


Only 317 pupils out of C13on the Rolls of the Schools proceeded to tha test of the Intermediate Exami- 
nations, that is, 51*5 per cent, of the pupils. For all the Intermediate Schools of Ireland, includin'* of 
course many Schools^ whose strictly Intermediate pupils form but a small proportion of the numbers on 
the Roll, the proportion is 49 per cent., that is to say, the Ulster Schools exceeded the average of all Ireland 
in this respect by only 15 pupils. 

This comparatively low proportion is, to a considerable extent, due to the circumstance that, for one reason or 
another, a large number of the pupils of the Ulster Schools now under consideration are only sent to 
commence their Intermediate studies when they reach the ages of 15 or 16, or even more. Let the 
teaching, therefore, be of the highest order, it is impossible to have these pupils prepared for the 
Examinations of the grades to which their age confines them. It must also be remembered that, in four 
of the schools at least, several senior pupils were preparing to commence their University course. 


Table No. II. is a Table of percentages. The total number of competitors from the whole of Ireland ut 
the Intel-mediate Examinations of 1898, formed 49 per cent, of the total number of pupils on the Rolls of the 
Schools from which they came up, and the proportion of all the " passes ” to all the competitors, both male 
and female, was 62-1 per cent. Turning now to the Table, it will be seen that, as a general rale, while 
the proportion of the number of competitors is substantially unaltered, there is a decided advance in the 
proportion of successful candidates. Further, not only is the proportion of success more than 2 per cent, 
better than last year, but it is also nearly 3 per cent, better than the proportion of success for the whole 
of Ireland This Table therefore strengthens the conclusion arrived at by me with regard to the progress of 
the schools generally, and also shows that the teaching, as proved by results, is considerably above the 
average of Irish Intermediate Schools. 


T am sorry to have to report, with regard to Armagh and Raphoe Royal Schools, that they both failed to 
comply with the conditions prescribed by the Scheme to entitle them to share in the endowments of their 
respective districts. The failure, however, has occurred with respect to one condition only, which is the 
same for bom Schools. In all other respects they have fully observed the required conditions. 

Arniagli Koyal school has only passed 6 pupils in the necessarv qualifying subjects. This is a hard case 
as the Scnool under its new Head Master, is showing abundant signs of vitality and progress', 
but, having failed for two consecutive years, it is at present precluded by the Scheme from participation to 
toe share of income which the Armagh. Protestant Board have derived, during the year, from the Armagh 
Royal School Endowment I think it nght to state, however, that in my opinion the non-compliance 
of Armagh with the condition in question is entirely due to the extreme youth and condition of 
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unpreparedness of the pupils generally when Hr. M'Donnell took up the School in Septemlrcr, 1897. Nature 
and lapse of time is surely getting rid of one cause of failure, and the other is readily yielding to the 
ability and energy of the staff of the School. 

The serious and protracted illness of Miss Bain. Principal of the Girls department of Raphoe Royal School, 
disorganized, to a large extent, the working uf that institution, and considerably impaired its efficiency. As 
a result, the School has fallen back somewhat from its previous standard, and, what is more serious, 
has only succeeded in producing four successful candidates in the qualifying course prescribed by the 
Scheme. In other respects the School is in a satisfactory condition, and has complied with the requirements 
of the Scheme. I am sutislied that the cause of the failure is temporary in its nature, and that the Local 
Board, who are quite olive to the condition of affairs, and the Head Master will succeed, in all reasonable 
probability, in bringing the Sclnxd back, during the current year, to its former satisfactory position. I 
venture therefore respectfully to recommend the Commissioners to dispense, for the past year, with the 
fulfilment of the condition in respect of which the School has failed. 

Considerable improvements have been effected in the School Buildings, and additions made thereto. 
The old infirmary has been turned into an excellent Boarding House for girls, and a spacious gymnasium 
has been erected, which cau lie used, on occasions, ai a playroom or additional class room. 

With respect to the remaining eight Schools. I am pleased to be able to report that they arc maintaining 
their position, and that they have in all respects fulfilled the conditions of the Scheme. 

St. Patrick’s Academy. Dungannon, is working at present under considerable disadvantages. As a 
temporary measure, the Girls' Department is conducted in a single room, set apart for the purpose, in the 
adjoining Convent National School Buildings. This arrangement is not satisfactory, and may account, to a 
large extent, for the not very favourable results of the Intermediate Examinations, so tar as this Department 
is concerned. I learn, however, that the Local Board have acquired a site for a new School, and that they 
will proceed as soon as possible to erect the new School Buildings. This will lie done not a moment too soon. 

Free I 1 /(tees . — These privileges appear to be slowly creeping into favour, but the competition is as yet 
far from keen. Inquiry in the various districts has elicited a circumstance which besides accounting for the 
absence of competition supplies another reason for the presence of so many l: over-age " pupils in the schools. 
It appears that, in several of the districts at all events, the teachers of National schools object to their clever 
and promising pupils going forward for the Free Place competitions, for the reason, amongst others, that, 
if the pupils succeed, the teachers, in losing them, will lose the Results Fees which they would otherwise 
receive, in respect of such pupils, from the Board of National Education. To meet this difficulty, three o? 
the Local Boards lutve offered, in connection with their Free I'lace Examinations, a bonus to the teacher for 
each successful pupil, and I understand that, so far, the arrangement has met with considerable success. I 
must still, however, repeac my upiuion of last year, that Free Places will, in practice, be of little or no use 
to many candidates coming from distant parts of the districts unless they are made of sufficient value to 
provide, or nearly provide, bourding as well as education.

The Armagh Protestant Board of Education beg to submit the following as their Report for the year 
ending August 1st, 1898.

The numbers prefixed to the names of the members show the numbers of their attendances at meetings of 
the Board. 

Meetings were held on December 14th, 1897, March 15th, 1398, and July 27th, 1898. 

On December 14th Mr. Stronge was re-elected our Representative on tie Board of the Commissioners of 
Education. 

On March 15th, the Lord Primate was re-elected our Chairman. The Rev. John Elliott was re- 
elected our Vice-Chairman, and Mr. Stronge our Hon. Secretary. Messrs. St. George, M’Pe;', and Stronge 
were elected our Representatives on the Joint Estates Committee. 
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It is with very great regret that we have ro report the death of oar Vies- Chairman, The Rev. John Elliott, 
which took place about the time at which this Report closes. Mr. Elliott acted as Vice-Chairman of our 
Board from the time of its formation. While health permitted he was a regular attendant at its meetings, 
and to the last he never to failed show a deep interest in its work. 

The Armagh Royal School has beer, efficiently maintained during the year 1897-8, and (considering the 
serious break caused by a change of Head Master) with very marked success. 

The following has been the teaching staff: — A. C. M'Donnell, m.a., Head Master ; T. E. Lownds, m.a. ; 
J. W. Bearaer, b.a., ph.d. ; R. M'Donnell, b.a. 

Mr. Gordon’s resignation of the Head Mastership took effect on August 31st, 189S, and the school was 
re-opened under the new Head Master, Mr. A. C. M'Donnell, on September 15th. 

A list of twenty hoys who (among others) have received instruction in the subjects prescribed by the scheme, 
and have made 100 attendances during the year, was forwarded as usual to the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector. 

Eleven boys entered for the Intermediate Examination. The following passed : —

Monroe. Aldwell. 

Waller. 

The number of Boavders during the summer term was 17 and the number of Day pupils 20 

We have again to report that no candidates entered for the Free Place Examinations, which were advertised 
in due course. 

A numlier of Scholarships were offered by the Head Master and by liberal friends of the school and the 
following were awarded : — F. Aldwell, £30 for 2 years ; C. Bell, £10 for 3 years. 

A sum of money was placed at the disposal of the Head Master l>y the Solicitor-General, Mr. Dunbar 
Barton, which provided a number of extra prizes which were awarded at the end of the school year. 

During the year covered by this Report about £60 has been expended in Local Taxes. The other 
expenditure falls under the following heads : — House ; Scholarships ; Repairs and Insurance of School 
Buildings : and Petty Cash to Hon. Secretary for postage, advertising. &c. 

In December, 1897, a sum of £64 11s. 6 d. was lodged to the credit of the Board by Mr. H. B. Armstrong, being 
the balance of a collection made from a number of the old pupils of the Armagh Royal School, a previous 
payment from the same source having been some years ago invested with other rnonyes in the purchase of 
Belfast and Northern Counties Railway 4 Per Cent. Preference Stock. 

The Board passed a warm vote of thanks to Mr. Armstrong and the other contributors. The above 
mentioned contribution was a most valuable assistance to the Board in paying the Local Taxes, and for repairs 
in connection with the Royal School premises. 

We regret that it has' hitherto proved impossible for the Boards administering the Funds of the Royal 
School Estates to call attention effectually to the inadequate and diminishing resources with which they are 
expected to maintain the schools under their management, and we are decidedly of opinion that, until both a 
Protestant- and a Roman Catholic Intermediate School has been placed upon a permanently sound financial 
basis in e ach district, the objects of legislation in this respect will not have been attained. 

The large reductions which continue to be made in the rents payable by the tenants of the Armagh Estate, 
threaten, as we pointed out iu our last Report, to make the Armagh Royal School in the near future the private 
speculation of its Head Master, as distinguished from a properly endowed Public School. We cannot but feel 
that any such result would be a grievous blow to Intermediate Education in Ireland. 

An abstract of the accounts, last audited by the Local Government Board, is appended.

Four meetings of the Board were held in St. Patrick’s College, Armagh, during the -rear. 

The following tabulated form gives the namps of the present members of the Board, with the attendance 
of each member at the meetings during the above period : — 



Rev. M. B. M'Conville, r.p., Lurgan, was co-opted a member of the Board in room of Rev. James O'Hare, 
deceased, at meeting held on 6th October, 1897. 

At meeting held on loth December, 1897, Very Rev. Canon Coyne was elected as our representative on 
the Board of the Commissioners of Education. 

The Hibernian Bank, Armagh, continues to till the position of Treasurer to the Board.

and Thomas Savage, Esq., constitute the teaching staff. 

The subjects of instruction given in the School are : — Latin, Greek, English, French, Algebra. Arithmetic, 
Euclid, Ancient aud*Modern History, Geography, Elementary Natural Philosophy, Shorthand, Book-keeping, 
and Music. 

The subjects of instrnction for each class are determined by the Programme of the Intermediate Board for 
each year. 

In the year ended 1st August, 189S, there were 53 pupils in the School, of whom 3 were Senior Grade, 
5 Middle Grade, and 13 Junior Grade pupils.

December 31st, 1898. 

Meetings.— Five meetings were held during the year 1S98— 18th January, 18th April, 8th July, 7tb 
November, and 20th December. The meeting of 7th November was a special one to consider the investment 
of the stock realised by the sale of the school estate. The Board was of opinion that for the present no change 
should be made.

Meetings of the Board. — The Board held four stated and five special meetings during the rear. A tabulated 
statement of the attendance of members is appended hereto. 

At the meeting held 29th October, 1897, His Honor Judge Craig was re-elected Representative 
Commissioner of the Board. 

At a special meeting held 21st January, 1898, the above members were again co-opted for 1898. 

At the meeting, held 28 th January, 1898, Rev. Robert M ‘Morris, d.d., was elected Chairman; Thomas 
Butler Stoney, Esq., j.p., Vice-Chairman, for tlie year. 

Messrs. T. B. Stoney, j.p., John S. Weir, j.p., Robert C. Wilson, and Thomas Hamilton were 
appointed a Committee in charge of the alterations to the Royal School premises. 

Ra\>hoe Royal School. — The Board have taken from the Commissioners a Lease of the Royal School premises 
and lands attached for 999 years, at the previous annual rent. They have expended over £400 in building 
a Gymnasium, and in re-modelling the Sanatorium as a residence for girl boarders. The larte room in the 
East Wing of the Royal School buildings known as “ The Library," has been furnished as a school room for 
girls. The space between the Sanatorium and the Library, has been walled off to form a girls’ piavground. 
These improvements were found to be necessary to meet the requirements of the district, as manifested be the 
increasing number of girls attending the school, and will enable the boys and girls’ departments of the school to 
be kept separate and distinct. 

The Board and Head Master have offered three entrance scholarships for boarders of the value of £50 each ; 
two for boys and one for girls, to be competed for at an examination to be held on 12th August next. Entrance 
prizes for day pupils on the same lines have also been offered. 

The Board are pleased to report that the efficiency of the school has been well maintained. 

Eight of the pupils have matriculated in the Royal University at the recent examination, 7 of these 
received their entire Intermediate Education at the school. Two pupils have obtained first class special 
•certificates and one a theory certificate for Shorthand from Sir Isaac Pitman & Sons. 

The number of pupils now on the roll of the school is 73, of whom 8 are boarders, and 65 day pupils ; 
there are 10 under 12 years of age , and 2 Free pupils. 

The Teaching Staff is as follows : — Philander J. Bain, Esq., Head Master ; Messrs. H. D. Canning, m.a. ; 
Charles Bain, Assistant Masters ; Miss D. A. Bain, Principal of Girls’ School ; Miss E. Brunte and Miss 
M. Houston, Assistant Teachers ; Mr. J. A. M‘Cay, Teacher of Shorthand. 

The subjects taught are Greek, Latin, French, German, English (in all its branches'*. Mathematics, 
Natural Philosophy, Chemistry, Drawing, Painting, Domestic Economy, Music, Typewriting, and 
Shorthand. 

A tabulated statement of the prescribed number of pupils fulfilling the requirements of the Scheme, with the 
number who had passed the recent Intermediate Examinations, will be furnished to the Inspector. N. D. 
Murphy, Esq.

VI. Donegal Roman Catholic Board of Education. 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 

We have the honour of submitting to you the Seventh Annual Report of proceedings of the Donegal 
Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

There were four meetings held during the year ended 31st July, 1898, at three of which the Chairman 
presided, the Vice-Chairman presided at the fourth. On the 1st November, 1897, Mr. P. J. Craig, having 
testimonials from St. Columb’s College, Derry, and from Christian Schools, Clonmel, was appointed Professor 
of Irish, Elocution, and Music. 

On the enclosed Form, No. 4 (a), will be found the names of twenty boys within the prescribed age, each of 
whom made not less than 100 attendances during theschool year. Twenty-five students presented themselves 
ut the last Intermediate Examinations. The names of the twenty boys who passed are given on said Form, 
and also the number of Exhibitions and Book Prizes won. At the Entrance Examination, held on the 27th 
August, 1S97, two Free Places were offered for competition, thirteen candidates presented themselves for 
examination, two of whom were deemed qualified to receive the Free Places offered. The examiners were fairly- 
satisfied ■with the result of the examination. 

The Very Rev. E. Maguire, d.d., was co-opted a member of the Board to fill the place vacated by Rev. P. 
J. Brennan. On the initiative of Mr. M'Loone, the lay members who had not attended the one third of the 
meetings of the Board for past year were co-opted to their respective places. The Very Rev. Dean M’Ginley 
was re-elected' Commissioner to represent us for 1898. The Chairman, Vice-Chairman, Treasurer, and Secretary, 
were re-elected to fill their respective positions for year 1898. 

The Estates Committee and School Committee consist of the same members os last year. 

The Accounts of this Board wore sent on the 13th September for audit to Mr. J. F. Mayne of the Looal 
Government Board, and when returned they will bo sent to your Secretary.

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The School Committee met three times during the year, and ordered needful repairs to be carried out at 
Portora, and the Board is pleased to report that the premises are now in a better suite of repair than at any 
time since the Board’s occupation began, and that the debt on them has been further reduced by £250, 
leaving the amount still due at £1,750. 

The School continues to maintain its high place as an educational institution, and the attendance has 
varied during the year from 1 20 to 106 pupils, of whom the majority were boarders.

The Board has learned with satisfaction that the Commissioners have realised the .profit on the invested 
surplus of the Fermanagh Endowment, and re-invested the proceeds in more productive securities, thus 
adding considerably to both capital and income.

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Thirty-three candidates presented themselves at the Intermediate Examinations, held in June,, 1S9S: of these 
twenty-six passed. The following distinctions were obtained : — In Senior Grade, one retained exhibition and 
one book prize ; in Junior Grade, two exhibitions and four book prizes ; in Preparatory Grade, one book 
prize. 

The number of students in St. Macarten's Seminary during the year under consideration was forty- 
eight, forty-four Boarders and four Day Pupils.

We have much pleasure in recording the steady progress of St Patrick's Academy, as tested by the 
Intermediate Examinations in June of this year. The advance upon last year was very marked. Thirty- 
three pupils — 21 males and 12 females were examined, and of these 15 males and 8 females passed generally, 
while 17 passed the standard of the Commissioners of Education in Ireland. Precisely the same nnmlter 
■was examined the previous year ; of these 21 ] Assed generally the Intermediate Standard, but only 9 parsed 
the Standard of the Commissioners of Education. 

At the Examination for Free Places, held under Section 59 of the Scheme, 15 males and 1C females 
competed ; and of these 20 gained over 50 per cent, of the total marks. The Examination papers were net 
and the answers examined by Mr. Dickie, Inspector of Nations! Schools. 

The attendance of pupils is much larger than in any previous year, there being now ncjrlv 60 pupils on the 
roll. We regret to have to record the loss by death of two of our members during the year of th-s Report, 
Edward Boyle, Esq., j.p., Omagh, and Patrick Meenan, Esq., J.P., Fintona.
